The commit­ 
tee members wanted to talk /with 
Grunewald 
behind closed doors 
before holding any public session 
They got Grunewald and Ma­ 
loney before them behind closed 
doors this morning, but the law­ 
yer insisted on a public hearing 
even in the face of threats of con- 
' tempt against against Grunewald. 
Grunewald’s 
name popped up 
all along the line in earlier digging 
by a House ways and means sub­ 
committee 
into 
the sensational 
“shakedown” story told by Abra­ 
ham Teitelbaum, Chicago lawyer 
and sometimes counsel for 
the 
late gangster Al Capone. 
Teitelbaum said Frank Nathan, 
Pittsburgh promoter, and Bert K. 
Naster, 
Florida 
business 
man, 
sought a half million dollars from 
him under threat he would have 
“bad tax troubles” if he 
didn’t 
come through with it. 


Heard Over Telephone 
Teitelbaum also said he got a 
telephone call from a man who 
identified himself as “Mr. Wat­ 
son” and advised him in a gutter- 
al voice with German accent that 
he had better “play along” with 
Naihan and Naster. 
The 
commitee got 
testimony 
that when T. Lamar Caudle, as­ 
sistant attorney general since fir­ 
ed from his job, first heard of the 
Teitelbaum story last August he 
commented that the gutteral voice 
“might” have been Grunewald’s. 
Caudle, in the witness chair, 
said he just “surmised” it might 
have been Grunewald and did not 
know “The Dutchman,” a some­

mysterious 
man-about- 
Washington.

Joe Stalin Now 
ll Years Old

MOSCOW — (ZP)— Joseph 
Vis- 
saiionovich 
Djugashvili— better 
known as Generalissimo 
Joseph 
Stalin, Prime 
Minister 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union—became 72 
years 
old today. 
Little fanfare marked the day. 
But the press observed it 
with 
announcements of the aw ard 
of 
Stalin prizes 
for “strengthening 
peace among the peoples.” 
The six winners announced are 
Mrs. Monica Felton, housewifely 
British novelist; Anna Seghers, a 
German novelist; Pietro 
Nenni, 
leader of the pro-Communlst fac­ 
tion of the Italian Socialist party; 
George Amadu, a Brazilian au­ 
thor; Kuo Mo-Jo, president of the 
Chinese Academy of Sciences, and 
Ikuo Oyama, Japanese professor. 
Prizes to each are a gold medal, 
100,000 rubles (equal of $25,000 
at the Russian otficial 
exchange 
late), and world recognition 
as 
favorites of world 
Communism 
whether they want such recogni­ 
tion or not. ’ 
No great fuss has been made 
over Stalin’s birthday since 
he 
was 70, a decade birthday that 
called 
forth 
great 
celebrations 
throughout the Red world.

Strain On Treasury

governor said, 
“the tremendous 
strain which this imposes upon a 
treasury already showing a gen­ 
et a1 fund deficit of some $41,000,- 
000 as of June 30.” 
Most of th e increase in local aid 
is made up by the automatic oper­ 
ation of the sales tax 
diversion 
amendment. 
The amendment requires, the 
governor said, that the school aid 
appropriation 
next 
year 
total 
$109,500,000, an increase of $18,- 
400.000 over the current year. 
Welfare Costs Mount 
The governor will recommend a 
$47,300,000 appropriation for state 
aid in public welfare, an increase 
of $2,800,OdO, to care for antici­ 
pated increases in relief case loads 


and other increases. 
The governor said he would al­ 
so recommend a $300,000 increase 
to bring the total appropriation 
for state aid in public health pro­ 
grams to $7,300,000. This increase, 
he said, “is explained entirely by 
the fact that hospital 
per 
diem 
charges for care of tuberculosis 
patients have gone up sharply this 
year.” 
Up 32 Million 
The message said that local 
benefit payments for the next 
^jscal year are estimated at a total 


of $436,000 compared with $404,- 
000,000 in the current fiscal year. 
State aid, in addition to coming 
out of the general fund, also is 
appropriated from such restricted 
monies as the aeronautics 
fund, 
the fish and game protection fund, 
the state hospital building 
fund 
and the motor vehicle 
highway 
fund. 
T K governor said he was pres­

Tracks Retraced 
The husband

More Revenue Brightens

Increased revenue in 1951 and 
pledges of additional local funds 
for 1952 today brightened the out­ 
look for a program of Delta coun­ 
ty road improvements. 
This year marked 
a 
turning 
point in highway financing among 
Michigan’s 83 counties with in 
creased dollars from higher gas 
and weight taxes; plus a formula 
that encourages townships to par­ 
ticipate in local road programs. 
After a long period of 
inade­ 
quate financing and county road 
deterioration, Delta county’s road 
commission is looking forward the 
new year with hope rather than 
misgiving. 
End Deficit Spending 
William J. Karas, Delta county 
road commission superintendent- 
engineer, said the additional rev­ 
enue in 1952 will bring a general 
program of increased 
mainten­ 
ance. 
First, however, the county road 
department must get out of the 
red by paying up an accrued de­ 
ficit of $70,000, which can be done 
when the 1951 revenue

ceived next 
spring.

The legislature in adopting the 
gas and weight tax increase also 
established a new formula of rev­ 
enue distribution, which is

pation of the townships in local 
road improvements. 
Funds allocated the counties are 
limited 75 per cent to work 
on 
county primary roads and 25 per 
cent on local roads. 
Participation by the townships 
Will blake possible a plannecipro-

roads. 
Townships Pledge Funds 
Delta county has a 
total 
of 
855.9 miles of county roads, 
of 
which 340.7 miles are on the pri­ 
mary or main county road sys­ 
tem, and 515.2 miles are classified 
as local roads. 
Since the road commission is 
limited to spending not more than 
25 per cent of its revenue on local 
roads, townships in Delta county 
are taking action to earmark or 
pledge addition funds for 
local 
road work. These township funds 
are from sales tax diversion rev­ 
enue.

acres. 
M. M. Bergman, head of the de­ 
p artm en t’s forest fire staff, says 
state forest firefighters received 
above average co-operation of the 
press, radio, television, theaters 
and magazines in bringing the fire 
w arning to public attention during 
the year.

Weather Vagaries Gave Escanabans 
Much Talk About During 1951 


Escanaba had a lot to talk about 
regarding the w eath er in 1951 as 
this area experienced some of its 
most unusual w eath er in many ebb 
tides. 
' 
1951 was the y e a r of unseason­ 
able warm th and coldness . . . it 
was warm w hen it should have 
been cold and chilly when in for­ 
mer years it w as m ild, according 
to Observer S. E. D ecker, US Wea­ 
ther Bureau, E scanaba. 
The unusual w eath er conditions 
caused 
cancellation 
of 
hockey 
games, reduced th e yield of farm ­ 
ers and home gardeners, hamper­ 
ed ore shipm ents, cut short the 
swimming and k e p t tourists away 
from Escanaba, D ecker 
pointed 
out. 
July had the m ost pronounced 
abnormal w eather w hen the preci­ 
pitation figure w as th e highest re­ 
corded for th at m onth since 1875. 
It was the w ettest m onth of a gen­ 
erally humid year. 
Bad Effect On Hay 
It was a difficult year in which 
to get a crop yield. Even some of 
the best farm ing practices couldn’t 
help. 
The high m oisture had a bad ef­ 
fect on hay w hich requires a dry 
atmosphere to ripen. Much of the 


hay spoiled in the fields. It also 
reduced the yield and quality of 
potatoes and favored potato blight. 
Hail did extensive 
damage 
to 
crops. 
Home 
gardeners 
found 
th a t 
much of th e ir produce which needs 
sunlight and w arm th didn’t have 
the tim e to m ature. 
From th e year's high hum idity 
could be salvaged the fact that the 
heavy rain fall probably p recen t­ 
ed forest fires from breaking out 
in this area. 
1951 began w ith a warm w ave 
in w hich tem peratures were high­ 
er than norm al for the first five 
m onths of the year. January and 
February saw the tem perature rise 
two and th ree degrees above the 
norm al, a condition which caused 
some anx iety for the skaters of 
Escanba. 
The ice at the fairground indoor 
rink softened and caused postpone­ 
m ent of hockey games and ice re ­ 
vue rehearsals, Decker com m ented. 
Although the ice never actually 
melted com pletely, it stayed ju st 
above the point where, had the 
w eather becom e warm er, it w ould 
have seriously affected

It cost the Chica­ 
go & North W estern railw ay an 
average of $50 to thaw' a single 
carload. Ship loadings which or­ 
dinarily take three to four hours 
were slowed to tw o-day operations. 
The recurrent freezings were in­ 
strum ental in the railroad’s clos­ 
ing the shipping season com para­ 
tively early this year. 
More record low tem peratures 
w ere recorded for D ecem ber days 
and the current snow fall will bring 
the 
m onth’s 
total 
to 
approxi­ 
m ately ten inches . . . and 
year’s total to 51 inches. 
1951 was a year of extrem es and 
Escanaba’s m eteorological records 
received figures and 
data they 
hadn’t seen in a long lim e.

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Editorials- 
Recommendations On Waterfront 
Property Show Sound Thinking 
T 
HE city planning commission’s recom­ 
mendations regarding potential 
sites 
few the proposed Dollar Bay company’s 
bulk gasoline plant in Escanaba 
at 
the 
city-owned dock project property are bas­ 
ed upon sound thinking for the best possi­ 
ble industrial use of the area. 
The 
commission rig h tfu lly has opposed 
♦he leasing or sale for the bulk plant of 
property that should be reserved for heavy 
industrial purposes. 
This is particularly 
true of the waterfront property and of suf­ 
ficient area from the shoreline that may be 
desired later for heavy industrial develop­ 
ment. 
This waterfront property is ex­ 
tremely valuable to Escanaba. It is one of 
the few undeveloped properties 
in 
this 
section of Lake Michigan with good harbor 
possibilities. 
The planning commission has recom 
mended three possible sites in the area 
that could be used for 
gasoline 
storage 
purposes without carving the waterfront 
property into parcels that would make it 
unfit and undesired for heavy industrial 
purposes. 
The* final decision, of course, 
rests with the city council, as it should, 
but it is most unlikely that the council’s 
thinking on this matter will be any differ 
ent than that of the planning commission. 
Naturally, Escanaba residents would like 
to have a new gasoline bulk storage busi 
ness development in the city. 
It 
means 
additional busine 
for the town and more 
labor opportunities for the working people. 
The bulk storage plant could be construct­ 
ed at any of the three sites recommended 


Europe Must Modernize 
Its Economic System 
W 
ITH the Marshall Plan approaching its 
fourth birthday, it ought not to baffle 
Europeans that we in America are looking 
more to their performance and listening 
less to their words these days. 
ECA’s goal was lasting economic well­ 
being for Europe. Thanks to Russia, more 
than that is now at stake—the security and 
freedom of the continent. Since this affects 
not only Europe but the whole free world. 
it is very much our business. 
Europeans 
should 
appreciate that no 
reasonable American excepts himself or 
his country from the 
measurements 
of 
earnest performance he would apply to 
tnem. We must do more than carry our 
share, w'e must lead, for we are the young­ 
est, the strongest, the soundest of the free 
peoples. 
But this does not mean we ought just to 
center on our own tasks and leave the Eu­ 
ropeans to solve their problems in their 
own way. Each should be qualified to ad­ 
vise and criticize the other honestly and 
intelligently, in the spirit of mutual help. 
There are many key elements in the 
¥ . S. economic system which are adaptable 
lo Europe when modified to fit differences 
of geography, language, custom and the 
like. 
Europeans 
show an all too spotty 
awareness of this. They accept it as to some 
features but take a distinctly limited view 
in others. 
Often you hear it said that Europe is an 
over-intellectualized society, that its peo­ 
ple spend so much time analyzing 
their 
problems—and throwing up obstacles— 
that they leave little time for action. 
The world may begin to believe this if 
there is not ample sign from 
Europeans 
soon that they understand the price of in­ 
action. Large parts of the European eco­ 
nomy today are virtual museum 
pieces. 
But a continent under relentless Commu­ 
nist pressure cannot longer afford the lux­ 
ury of clinging to economic heirlooms. 
Many 
economists and historians have 
suggested 
Europe’s 
economy has never 
fitted the requirements of a modern indus­ 
trial way of life. A big reason is their con­ 
viction that mass production, 
with 
its 
counties benefits, depends, inescapably on 
a broad, unified market. This Europe does 
not have. 
What it ,does have is a lot of carved-up 
economies of varying 
sizes, 
competing 
frantically with each 
other, 
wastefully 
building duplicate industrial plants, trying 
to freeze assured but limited markets for 
themselves. 
Fortunately, forward - thinking 
Euro­ 
peans in high places are coming to realize 
this fundamental necessity—that 
indus­ 
trialism demands a wide stage to operate 
successfully. Partly out of this awareness 
and partly irom prodding political reali­ 
ties, the bold Schuman plan for pooling 
Europe’s coal and steel output was born. 
The plan has become the symbol of Eu- 
ropes adventurous start on the road to eco­ 
nomic—possibly political—federation. It is 
likewise a test of Europe’s capacity for ac­ 
tion rather than mere words. 
In this context, it is heartening to learn 
that the Fritch Assembly has at length 
ratified the plan by an impressive vote. As 
author of the arrangement, 
France 
was 
counted on to lead the way. 
Had it failed 
lo act favorably, early unity hopes might 
well have been dashed.

STORIES from Lansing indicate that the 
CIO-led campaign to obtain a refer­ 
endum on the legislature’s I He a gallon 
gasoline tax increase has failed and that 
the issue will not be on the ballot in the 
1952 election. 
If subsequent developments confirm the 
present indications, the people of Mich­ 
igan, including the motorists who are pay­ 
ing the higher tax, will be the beneficiar­ 
ies. A referendum would have cancelled 
the collection of the tax until the issue was 
settled at the polls. In the meantime, hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars, badly needed 
for road work by the state, counties and 
cities, would have been lost. 
Michigan motorists are well aware of 
the need for road improvements and they 
also are aw are that 
such 
improvements 
cost money. Naturally, the money should 
come from the motorists who use the roads 
and in proportion to the amount of usage. 
That is the way the law provides. 
It is strange that the CIO in its political 
affiliation with Gov. Williams made such 
an issue of the Michigan gasoline tax in­ 
crease but was silent when the federal 
government enacted an increased excise 
tax on gasoline last fall. At least all of the 
money collected in Michigan under the 
state tax will be used for road purposes in 
the state. Not so with the federal tax, how­ 
ever. Only a small portion of the federal 
gasoline taxes collected in Michigan come 
back to the state for federal highway pur­ 
poses.

WASHINGTON—It is either a political 
miracle or a tribute to his mousey person­ 
ality that the man in charge of the bureau 
where most of the tax scandals have oc­ 
curred, 
Secretary of the Treasury John 
Snyder, so far has managed to duck any 
large volume of criticism. 
His cabinet colleague, Attorney General 
McGrath, has been the target for far more 
criticism—though less tax finagling has 
occurred in his justice department. 
In contrast, John Snyder is much closer 
to the tax picture, much closer to President 
Truman, and has held office much longer. 
However, he has traveled on his official 
routine blissfully ignorant—or else indif­ 
ferent—to the fact that more crookedness 
was occurring in his departm ent than at 
any time since the days of President U. S. 
Grant—perhaps more Rian at any time in 
history. 
Personally Mr. Snyder is an entirely 
honest man. The 
idea 
that 
dishonesty 
would occur near him has and does shock 
him. Yet he does not seem to realize that 
part of honesty is not complacence 
but 
vigilance. 
Secretary 
Snyder 
has been tenacious 
about the necessity of paying higher taxes 
in order to pay for our huge arms 
pro­ 
gram. But he has not realized how he has 
knocked the slats out of his own tax pro­ 
gram by falling to collect taxes on an hon­ 
est basis. For, when people see tax-finag­ 
ling at the top, tax-finagling is certain to 
spread at the bottom. 
GRAVE EMBARRASSMENT 
Mr. Snyders failure may be due in part 
to a personal weakness, which, according lo 
some people, isn’t kosher to mention. How­ 
ever, when a railroad engineer drinks on 
the job he is fired, when a motorist drinks 
while driving he is jailed—especially 
if 
there has been 
a 
smash-up. 
Therefore, 
when one of the IO top members of gov­ 
ernment, charged with collecting the na­ 
tion’s taxes with honesty 
and 
equality 
drinks on the job, the public is entitled to 
know it. 
For with Snyder at the wheel there has 
been a disastrous smash-up in our tax- 
collecting system. 
Unfortunately, 
Secretary Snyder’s pe­ 
riodic drinking not only has caused mo­ 
ments of embarrassment before the gover­ 
nors of the world bank and at the French 
embassy, but sometimes has caused him to 
remain in bed away from his work for 
periods of time. 
It 
happens 
that 
collecting taxes is a 
tough, day-and-night job, requiring vigil­ 
ance and great strength of character al­ 
most 24 hours a day. It requires the eagle- 
eyed watchfulness that Henry Morgenthau 
became famous for. And Secretary Snyder, 
with all his personal honesty an# all his 
good intentions regarding higher taxes, 
simply has not been alert. In fact, bg has 
been a dismal failure. 
ENCOURAGING COMMUNISM 
Both in St. Louis where he was a bank 
cashier, 
and in Washington, 
Secretary 
Snyder has been a political conservative. 
He would be horrified at the idea that he 
had done anything to encourage Commu­ 
nism. Yet hsitory will probably show that, 
more than any other cabinet officer, he has 
helped plant what could become a basic 
cause for Communism. For Snyder’s un­ 
fair, unequal tax-collecting system is wip­ 
ing out the middle-class of Americans, the 
normal bulwark against Communism. 
What Secretary Snyder may not realize 
is that, in Europe, the countries with the 
unequal tax systems are those showing the 
greatest leaning toward Communism. Out­ 
side of Russia, the two countries with the 
greatest 
Communist 
populations—about 
one-third each—are France and Italy. And 
in both countries the tax systems are no­ 
toriously unfair, unequal and dishonest. In 
both countries, the wealthy pay few taxes, 
the working class bear the chief burden. 
What Secretary Snyder also may not re­ 
alize is the effect on the American work­ 
ingman and the white-collar worker who 
read about graft in our tax-collecting sys­ 
tem today. 
He sees his own income taxes taken out 
in withholding taxes, giving him no op­ 
portunity to cheat the government even if 
lie wanted to. In contrast he reads in the 
newspapers that millions of dollars in tax 
money are not being paid by those who 
can afford to hire expensive lawyers and 
take key officials on junkets in private 
planes.

A troubled world this year wel­ 
comes Christmas as a shining light 
of hope and, perhaps more than 
ever before, as an island of glow­ 
ing w arm th and a buttress against 
despair. 
The drama of the Nativity for 
more than nineteen centuries has 
been the greatest of all inspirations 
to the creative artistic spirit. 
Mankind has used every form of 
expression to convey its meaning; 
and artists from the little child 
tracing crude but colorful draw ­ 
ings to the genius of brush or 
stone have in their own ways in­ 
terpreted the glory of the Manger. 
Painting, 
sculpture, 
literature, 
architecture, music, all have been 
wonderfully enriched by the mov­ 
ing splendor of the Nativity, and 
these works 
of 
art—from 
tinv 
cards to 
great 
cathedrals, 
from 
carols to swelling symphonies and 
to which the world is adding from 
year to year and decade to decade 
—are not the least of the benefac­ 
tions of this holiday. 
A Growing Heritage 
This is a heritage which began 
when the poetic gospels 
of 
St. 
Luke and St. Matthew were first 
written; and which has been grow­ 
ing ever since. 
The first Christmas hymns prob­ 
ably were written by Ambrose, 
Bishop of Milan, and by his con- 
tempory, Prudentius. In the earl­ 
iest days of the Christian era they 
wrote two hymns which still are 
widely sung. That by Ambrose is 
the “Redeemer 
of 
the 
Nations, 
Come,” while Prudentius is the 
author of “Of the Father’s Love 
Begotten.” 
The earliest English pieces to 
which 
the 
characterization 
of 
Christmas hymns, as distinguished 
from carols, can be applied are 
those of Ben Jonson, “I Sing the 
Birth Was Born 
Tonight,” 
and 
George Wither, “As On the Night 
before the Blessed Morn.” 
The familiar lines, “Hark the 
herald angels sing, Glory to the 
newborn King,” were written in 
the eighteenth century by Charles 
Wesley. 
A modern hymn which 
carries on the ancient tradition is 
that of 
the 
American, 
Phillips 
Brooks. 
Who does not know the 
lines which begin: “O Little Town 
of Bethlehem?” 
Less formal are the carols which 
long jiave played 
an 
important 
part in the Yuletide celebration. 
The carol carries with it a sug­ 
gestion of the troubadour and its 
original meaning, a dance, indi­ 
cates its mood. 
St. Francis of Assissi is believed 
to have originated the true Christ­ 
mas carol. He is said to have found 
its form useful in teaching the gos­ 
pel to men who until that time 
had looked upon Christ as a stern 
and relentless Judge of mankind. 
They were written in the language 
of the people. Of this same period 
is a carol upon whose theme Han­ 
del. centuries later, developed his 
wonderful "Pastoral Symphony.” 
Christmas Carols Spread 
Following its popularity in Italy 
the Christmas carol spread to Ger­ 
many.

Apple Parers 


There are citizens full of honors 
and years 
who 
can 
remember 
when an apple paring bee meant 
good fun as well as bushels of 
apples pared, quartered, 
cored, 
sliced and strung on linen thread 
to dry. Grandmother did not be­ 
lieve in drying apples in October 
or November sun; she wanted her 
dried apples prepared in Decem­ 
ber and hung to dry 
near the 
chimney in the attic. 
“Dried in­ 
doors, they have more flavor and 
make better 
dried 
apple 
pies 
come March,’* she used to say. 
An apple parer is an ingenius 
device. The first one was prob­ 
ably made about 1820; we know 
patents for parers were given to 
Ephraim L. 
Pratt 
in 
1853, 
to 
Lockleg and Howland in 1856. to 
C. D. Goodell in 1863 and to Mr. 
C. A. Wiggin in 1868. The general 
principle was 
a 
mounted 
shaft 
v itll a fork at one end to hold the 
apple, and a crank tor turning the 
shalt and apple against a blade. 
The catalog 
put 
it 
succinctly, 
“Most popular apple parer 
ever 
invented. Every 
machine 
works 
perfectly, all parts accurately fit­ 
ted. Will pare closer to the fruit, 
keep cleaner and do better work 
and more of it than 
any 
other 
machine on the market. 
Curved 
knife and all latest improvements. 
Each 39 cents.” 
Turning the crank on the parer 
to peel two or three bushels 
of 
apples 
could 
become 
mighty 
monotonous on a Saturday. Not so 
hard, of course, as cranking the 
Acme One-Hole Corn Sheller but 
mpre tiling on a 
lad 
than 
the 
churning. Grandmother was par­ 
tial to some of the oldtime apple 
varieties; Blue

And a glass of milk to keep up his 
strength. But he knew that turn­ 
ing the apple parer for the dried 
apples was an annual job that had 
to be faced.—Haydn Pearson.

Many of the world’s most not­ 
able paintings and other works of 
art dealing with the Nativity now 
are to be found 
in 
the 
United 
States; and some of the finest ex­ 
amples are in the National Gallery 
of Art in Washington. These in­ 
clude “The Nativity with Isaiah 
and Ezekiel,” 
by 
Duccio; 
“The 
Nativity” by Petrus Christus; and 
a beautiful ceramic of the Manger 
scene by 
Lucca 
della 
Robbia. 
Every major American gallery has 
a representation of such works. 
Giotto, born in 1266 and the 
father of modern painting, pro­ 
duced an important 
picture 
of 
“The Nativity and the A&oration 
of the Shepherds” which may be 
considered to mark the beginning 
of an epoch. 
At the same time, 
and in later centuries, now for­ 
gotten monks in monasteries were 
doing marvelous work in illum­ 
inating manuscript. Many of these 
illustrations were centered around 
the story of the Nativity. 
In the fifteenth century, Jehan 
Foucquet painted his “The Adora­ 
tion of 
the 
Shepherds” 
which 
marks a great advance. This cen­ 
tury also brought Hans Memling’s 
“The Adoration 
of 
the 
Magi.” 
During the same period Ghirlan- 
dajo painted his “The Adoration of 
the Shepherds,” and the greatest 
engraver of 
all 
time, 
Albrecht 
Durer, lived and worked 
Durer 
made many engravings of scenes 
of the Nativity. 
First Christmas Carol 
Titian gave the world a won­ 
derful Christmas picture in “The 
Holy Family,” while the younger 
Tintoretto’s “The Adoration of the 
Shepherds” is the work of a mas­ 
ter. 
“The 
Nativity,” 
by 
Peter 
Paul Rubens, is second to none. 
Murillo who, with Valesquez, may 
claim title as the greatest of all 
Spanish painters, chose the Nati­ 
vity for two outstanding works. 
They are “The Birth of the Vir­ 
gin” and “The Flight Into Egypt.’* 
« Sir Henry Cole a century ago 
suggested a form of greeting to be 
sent to friends at the Yuletide 
season. For him J. C. Horsley de­ 
signed what is generally regarded 
as the first Christmas greeting 
card. 
It pictured a rustic trellis divid­ 
ed in the middle and having two 
side panels with figures represent­ 
ing two of the acts of charity, 
namely, feeding tjpe hungry and 
clothing the naked. A family group 
dominated the center. 
Untold hundreds of thousands 
of designs have been devised since, 
some of them fine, artistic pro­ 
ductions; and they are mailed by 
the tens of millions. 
Many noted 
painters, engravers, and others re­ 
cently have designed cards for 
general use, and their artistic level 
has been steadily raised. 
Architects express with the mat­ 
erials of their special medium the 
richness of the drama of the Nati­ 
vity; and from tiny church to 
great cathedral all bear witness to 
their inspiration.

Golf Rules To 


Be Standardized 
After Jan. I 


NEW YORK — (ZP) — Golfers 
with a yen to travel may go any­ 
where on earth after Jan. I with­ 
out fear of running afoul rules 
with which they are not familar. 
On that date the uniform code, 
worked out last May by represen­ 
tatives of the United State Golf 
association and the Royal and An­ 
cient Golf club of 
St. 
Andrews, 
Scotland, go into effect. 
The change which undoubtedly 
will be of major, interest to most 
golfers is the abolition of the sty­ 
mie. Henceforth, when a player 
believes an opponent’s ball to be 
in the line of his putt he may re­ 
quest that it be marked and lifted, 
no matter what the distance be­ 
tween the two balls. 
Putter Changes 
The new7 code also will permit 
use of the smaller British ball in 
international competitions in the 
United Stites, and it standardizes 
the penalty for out-of-bounds, lost 
balls and unplayable balls. 
The 
penalty will be stroke and distance 
in all countries, instead of only 
distance, as provided in Britain the 
last two years. 
Inventive Americans with their 
trick putters get a break in the 
new code. The Royal and Ancient 
rules insisted that the shaft of a 
putter must enter at the heel, or 
end, of the blade, and that the an­ 
gle of the shaft must point to that 
spot. The new rule permits the 
shaft to be fixed at any point on 
the blade. 
Another 
change, 
designed 
to 
speed up play, prohibits all prac­ 
tice strokes on a round, including 
retrying putts after holing out. The 
penalty for violation in medal play 
will be two strokes. 
Other changes in the rules in­ 
clude penalties for 
playing 
the 
wrong ball, improperly dropping a 
ball; ball at rest moved by an op­ 
ponent, his caddie, clubs or other 
equipment, and for carrying more 
than 14 clubs or borrowing a club 
from any other person playing on 
the course.
